CHARLEVOIX COUNTY — 
Much like last season, there 
was a great deal of anticipation 
surrounding the start of foot- 
ball season for each of the 
schools in the Charlevoix 
County area. 

The Charlevoix Rayders and 
East Jordan Red Devils got off 
to convincing opening week vic- 
tories over St. Ignace and TC 
Christian, respectively, while 
the Boyne City Ramblers tasted 
defeat to Maple City Glen Lake, 
despite out gaining the Lakers 
by a 2-to-1 margin. 

Following week one, the 
teams all seemed to take on 
their respective identities as 
Boyne City rebounded from 
that loss to reel off seven 
straight victories and only one 
more regular season loss to se- 
cure a playoff spot where they 
defeated Elk Rapids in a pre-dis- 
trict contest before falling in 
the final to Negaunee. 

East Jordan started the sea- 
son 3-0, picking up additional 
victories over Hillman and 
HArbor Springs before going on 
to finish 5-4 overall, a big turn-

The 
Rayders add Shane Sutherland, 
Bryan Noirot, Sam Eakes and 
Luke Klinger. The Red Devils 
showcase Tim Schut and Oscar 
Scheier. 


Offense 


Malik Smith, sophomore, 
(#28) Boyne City. 

Malik, in his second season 
on the Rambler varsity, tallied 
1384 yards this season on 228 at- 
tempts for a 6.07 yards per 
carry average. All of that de- 
spite missing a league contest 
due to an illness that required 
surgery, following a quick re- 
covery, he was back on the field 
less than two weeks later and 
picked right up where he left 
off. 

Smith also scored 12 touch- 
downs for Boyne and caught 
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two passes for 19 yards. He 
also chipped in on defense 
when needed and recorded 
22 tackles. 

“Malik is an explosive 
back with great balance 
and speed,” Rambler coach 
David Hills said. “It’s his 
second year on the varsity 
and he is still just a sopho- 
more.” 

Corey Redman, junior, 
(#16) Boyne City. The 2012 
Player of the Year, Redman 
finished 59-of-114 passing 
for a52% completion rate, 
exceeding the 1000 yard 
milestone in the process. 
He also tossed 12 touch- 
downs to six interceptions. 

Corey would tuck it 
under and run when the 
situation called for it as he 
rushed to 123 yards on 19 
carries for a 6.47 yards per 
carry and a score. 

Coach Hills noted that 
Redman is a natural leader 
with great mechanics and 
size and has tremendous 
potential. 

Maceo Vroman, junior, 
(#10) Boyne City. Vro- 
man, another speedy 
weapon in the Ramblers ar- 
senal, gained 499 yards 
rushing on 50 attempts for 
a 9.98 average, and four 
touchdowns. 

Maceo also hauled in 27 
passes for 509 yards and six 
scores for an 18.85 yards 
per catch average. He also 
recorded 35 tackles on de- 
fense with four fumble re- 
coveries and four picks. 

“Very quick and deter- 
mined,” coach Hills noted. 
“He is able to get separa- 
tion and is dangerous in 
open space.” 

Bradley Fouchia, sen- 
ior, (#2) Boyne City. An- 
other cat-like quick 
multi-position player, 
Fouchia kept defenses on 
their toes with his speed 
out of the backfield or abil- 
ity to stretch the defense by 
lining up split wide. 

Bradley rushed 57 times 
for 472 yards (8.28 yards per 
carry) and four touch- 
downs, caught 21 passes for 
343 yards and four scores. 
He also played defense, tal- 
lying 43 tackles, one fumble 
recovery, three intercep- 
tions, and a defensive 
score. 

“Brad can do it all,” Hills 
said. “Very talented re- 
ceiver and tough running 
back.” 

Sam Hovie, junior, 
(#20) Charlevoix. The un- 
dersized fullback sure did- 
n’t play like his 5’8” 160 
pound frame. He attacked 
the opening (and some- 
times there were no open- 
ings) with force and speed 
in leading the Rayder 
ground game this season. 

Hovie gained a team-high 
531 yards rushing on 104 at- 
tempts for a 5.1 per carry 
average and five scores. He 
had a season long run of 51 
yards. 

Sam was credited by 
coach Ron Bindi as being 
the best Charlevoix back 
this season and also for his 
work on the defensive line. 

Austin Putman, sopho- 
more, (#6) Charlevoix. 
Austin was a key target for 
Rayder recievers this sea- 
son and when they found 
him open, he rewarded the 
team with some big plays. 

Putman hauled in 11 
passes for 378 yards, (34.4 
avg) and three scores with 
along of 78 yards. He aver- 
aged 47.3 yards per game 
receiving for Charlevoix. 

“Great average on yards 
per catch,” coach Bindi 
noted. “No telling what he 
could end up with if we 
had adequate protection to 
throw to him, he is alsoa 
good blocker.” 

Andrew Mitchell, sen- 
ior, (#75) Charleovix. 

Devin Largent, junior, 
(#55) Charleovix. These 
Rayder linemen drew 
tough assignments each 
Friday night and held their 
ground in helping pave the 
way for 2,392 yards in total 
offense, including 1330 
yards rushing on 318 at- 
tempts. 

Ben Walton, senior, 
(#40) East Jordan. “Big” 
Ben as fans, teammates 
and coaches referred to 


him, did not go unnoticed by op- 
ponents as his 5711”, 255 pound 
sculpted frame was in the midst 
of plays on both sides of the 
ball. 


Walton led the Red Devil rush- 


ing attack with 629 yards on 99 
carries and bulled his way into 
the end zone on what seemed to 
be a nightly basis with seven 
touchdowns, including a long of 
58 yards. Walton also led the EJ 
defense in tackles. 

Noah Bacchus, senior, (#2) 
East Jordan. The speedy half- 


back/split end raced all over the 
turf for the Red Devils, gaining 
506 yards on 97 attempts and 
three scores. He also caught five 
passes for 77 yards and one TD. 
“Noah was a leader on both 
sides of the ball for us,” Red 
Devil coach Allan Peterson said. 
Dustin Hejka, senior, (#18) 
East Jordan. Hejka was the EJ 
offensive leader, managing the 
clock when needed and distrib- 
uting the ball to the necessary 
receivers, handing it off to the 
backfield or calling his own 


number and moving the chains 
for the Red Devils. 

Hejka ended up rushing for 
431 yards on 74 attempts and 
seven touchdowns. He finished 
16-for-38 passing for 260 yards 
and four touchdowns, witha 
long of 53 yards. 


Defense 


Zach Wandrie, senior, (#62) 
Boyne City. Wandrie was a 
leader on both sides of the ball 
and in the huddle for the Ram- 
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blers and when a big play was 
needed, Zach would step up and 
make it. Opposing teams would 
also alter their game plan to run 
away from his side of the defen- 
sive line. 

Wandrie recorded 77 tackles 
on the season, including sacks 
at key moments and also recov- 
ered three fumbles. 

“The anchor on both side of 
the ball on the O-line and D- 
Line,” Rambler coach Hills said. 
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“A disciplined and tough football 
player.” 

Jordan Wilmot, senior, (#7) 
Boyne City. Jordan, a free safety 
for Boyne, picked off five passes 
and recovered a fumble in addi- 
tion to his 60 tackles. 

Wilmot also filled in at quarter- 
back when Redman went down 
with an injury during the regular 
season finale and finished with 
96 yards rushing on 22 attempts 
and a score, caught two passes for 
33 yards and finished 8-of-22 pass- 


ing for 146 yards. 

“Jordan is reliable and tough; 
an intelligent player who played 
multiple positions on offense and 
lead our defense in interceptions 
with five,” coach Hills added. 

Max Cuper, junior, (#49) 
Boyne City. A linebacker for the 
Ramblers, Max recorded 97 tack- 
les, two fumble recoveries and a 
pair of interceptions. 

Cuper also played TE for BC, 
catching five balls for 32 yards. 

“Never comes off the field, 


physical player on both sides of 
the ball,” Hills noted. “A very dis- 
ciplined player in and out of sea- 
son.” 

Cole Butler, junior, (#82) 
Boyne City. Cole played outside 
linebacker for the Ramblers and 
ended up making 66 stops and an 
interception from his position. 

Butler also played TE, catching 
five passes for 105 yards. 

“Cole is the ultimate team 
player who never comes off the 
field,” coach Hills said. “Great 


blocker and talented receiver, he 
plays physical on both sides of 
the ball.” 

Luke Sage, sophomore, (#40) 
Boyne City. A talented under- 
classman that led the Ramblers 


in tackles from the linebacker po- 


sition with 112. He also hada 
fumble recovery and a safety for 
Boyne. 

Sage also saw time in the offen- 
sive backfield, rushing 44 times 
for 181 yards and three scores. 

Coach Hills noted that Sage is 
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physical and an explosive 
hitter that makes big 
plays. 

Shane Sutherland, 
senior (#7) Charlevoix. 
Shane led the Rayder de- 
fense with 103 tackles 
from his linebacker posi- 
tion, including four 
sacks. He had a season- 
high 18 stops against 
East Jordan. 

Sutherland also rushed 
for 240 yards on offense 
and three scores for 
Charlevoix. 

“Shane was our lead- 
ing tackler and captain,” 
coach Ron Bindi said. 

Bryan Noirot, junior, 
(#21) Charlevoix. 
Noirot, a cornerback, fin- 
ished with 40.5 tackles 
this season for 
Charlevoix. He also had a 
sack and an interception. 

Bryan rushed for 101 
yards on offense as well. 

Sam Eakes, senior, 
(#60) Charlevoix. 
Eakes, a linebacker, 
made 49 stops for the 
Rayders on the season. 

Eakes had big games of 
eight tackles each in the 
first two contests and fin- 
ished the season witha 
17 tackle performance 
against the Red Devils. 

Luke Klinger, senior, 
(#12) Charlevoix. The 
senior defensive back 
made 16 tackles on the 
season as teams went 
away from his side of the 
field when going to the 
air. 

Klinger also tallied 
1013 yards in total of- 
fense, and scoring eight 
touchdowns. 

Tim Schut, senior, 
(#32) East Jordan. 
Schut was the leader of 
the Red Devils defense 
from his middle line- 
backer position, calling 
the plays for the team. 
He finished with 50 tack- 
les on the season and 
picked off a pass and re- 
turned it 22 yards. 

Schut also recorded 
five tackles for a loss. 

Oscar Scheier, senior, 
(#67) East Jordan. The 
61” 205 pound defensive 
linemen (and offensive 
guard) was the Red Dev- 
ils most consistent line- 
man according to coach 
Allan Peterson. 

“Oscar very seldom 
came off the field,” Peter- 
son added. 

In the race for Coach 
of the Year, this years 
honors once again go 
to Boyne City’s David 
Hills for another out- 
standing season. 

Hills, who returned to 
the sideline last season 
after a short layoff, once 
again led the Ramblers 
back to the playoffs for 
the second consecutive 
year, going 7-2 during the 
regular season before 
picking up a pre-district 
playoff victory in front of 
the home crowd. 

By going 8-3 this sea- 
son, Hills upped his 
record at Boyne to 85-31 
overall. 

The Ramblers, like the 
other area teams, gave 
their best effort each and 
every week, but Hills was 
able to get his Boyne City 
team to execute big plays 
and push their efforts to 
new levels. 

With the loss in the dis- 
trict final to Negaunee, 
we are sure the Ramblers 
(which will return a very 
solid nucleus) are al- 
ready looking forward to 
the 2014 football season 
and with that the prepa- 
ration begins with condi- 
tioning and strength 
training throughout the 
offseason. 

Congratulations to 
coach Hills and all of the 
student-athletes selected 
to represent their schools 
and the All-Area “Dream 
Team.” Student-athletes 
are nominated by their 
coaches, based on per- 
formance, teamwork and 
character.
